The October statistics of Copper Institute disclosed that 
domestic fabricators obtained 136,964 tons of copper 
These large deliveries have in no way moderated the 
demand for the metal. Fabricators are inquiring for cop- 
per for December in advance of allocations and they are 
running into difficulties in obtaining all they are asking 
for. The copper section of NPA has issued entitlements 
for an additional 14,000 tons of copper for November 


Sales in the domestic market of November shipment 
copper now stand at approximately 95,000 tons. There 
appears to be little hope at present that OPS will do 
anything about the domestic price in the near future 
Decontrol is being proposed by producers as well as 
consumers 

Imports of copper in September totaled 68,163 tons, of 
which 8,834 tons was contained in ore, 17,117 tons in 
blister, and 42,212 tons came in as refined metal 


LEAD—l4'ec., N. Y. (fas. Gulf 13c.) 


Unsettled London prices caused the buying movement 
here to moderate. Sales in the domestic market for the 
week totaled 5,235 tons, which compares with 9,677 tons 
in the preceding week. However, quotations were easily 
maintained on the basis of 144ec., N. Y. Producers report 
that they have booked a sufficient volume of business in 
recent weeks to place them in a comfortable position 


Operators on the London Metal Exchange were thor- 
oughly confused on rumors that additional sales for our 
stockpile were in the offing. This caused the price to rise 
to £97 10s. on Tuesday. Denial of the report was fol- 
lowed by a slump yesterday to £94 per long ton, equiv- 
alent to 11%4c. at the prevailing rate of exchange Ob- 
servers in this country were not greatly disturbed over 
the setback 


ZINC—12'ec., East St. Louis (f.a.s. Gulf 11.30c., nom’) 


Inquiry for slab zinc continued fair so far as Special High 
Grade was concerned, but rather inactive in Prime West- 
ern. The market was barely steady but quotably un- 
changed on the basis of 12‘ec. for the common grade 
East St. Louis. Operators hope for some reduction in 
output to stabilize the price structure here and abroad 
Concern over how the British Ministry will operate in 
zine once trading is resumed on the London Metal Ex- 
change, scheduled for Jan. 2, has moderated. The Min- 
istry is expected to withdraw from the market to protect

They look for a crisis in 
about a year. Dr. Victor Andrade, Bolivian Ambassador 
to the United States, defended his country’s tin program 
and thought the six engineers were probably politically

QUICKSILVER-—$205-$207, N. Y. 


The Spanish quotation has moved up “unofficially” to 
$180 per flask, f.o.b. port of shipment, forward delivery, 
equivalent to roughly $203 landed here, duty paid. This 
development further tightened up the market here and 
spot metal was quotable throughout the week at $205 to 
$207. Forward metal was available at around $203 per 


flask 


If estimates that have come out of Washington to the 
effect that this country’s needs in 1953 may increase to 
as much as 80,000 flasks prove correct, the price situa- 
tion, some experts fear, could get out of hand. The Gov- 
ernment’s stockpile is khown to be huge, but there ap- 
pears to be little likelihood that any of this metal will 
be released, even on Government business. The high 
estimate, characterized in trade circles as ‘foolish,” 
served to upset the entire industry

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Wire and Cable industry 
Backs Decontrol of Copper 


A task group representing the copper 
wire and cable industry has recom- 
mended that the National Production 
Authority immediately institute “ma- 
chinery” to relax control over copper 
This recommendation was made at a 
meeting of the Wire and Cable Industry 
Advisory Committee with NPA 

In its report, the task group stated 
that, for the period from July to Novem- 
ber inclusive, refined copper available 
for allocation by NPA to al! users has 
been about 128,000 tons per month. It 
further said indications are that it will 
not be higher for the balance of the 
year, but will run at about 120,000 tons 
a month. 

The group said it understood this con- 
dition is due largely to a stoppage in the 
flow of scrap due to price controls, and 
by a reduction in domestic refined cop- 
per production brought about in part by 
price controls. If price controls were re- 
moved, the group's understanding is that 
an additional 12,000 to 15,000 tons per 
month of refined copper could ve made 
available. 

Reporting on the supply situation, 
NPA officials said the fourth quarter of 
1952 is better than had been expected, 
and that imports were at an all-time 
high in October. The high rate of imports 
was due in part, they pointed out, to 
unexpected receipts of copper from Ger- 
many and Yugoslavia, and included 
some blister copper from Hudson Bay. 

The committee was informed that the 
November allocation of copper raw ma- 
terials to the wire mill industry by NPA 
approximated 65,000 tons, of which 
52.3% was domestic and 47.7% foreign 
This includes a supplementary alloca- 
tion of 14,000 tons of foreign copper, of 
which wire mills got 8,415 tons.

Electronics industry 


Current production of the electronics 
industry is at an annual rate in excess of 
$4 billion, according to Richard W. Cot- 
ton, chairman of the Electronics Pro- 
duction Board, DPA. Defense production 
accounts for almost $2.5 billion. 

In 1951, total production of the elec- 


tronics industry for defense and civilian 
purposes was estimated at $3 billion 


Expansion Goal for Nickel 
Raised to 190,000 Tons 


An increase in the expansion goal for 
nickel to provide a total annual supply 
of 190,000 tons in 1955 was announced 
last week by Acting Defense Production 
Administrator Ralph S. Trigg 

The revised goal, which includes both 
dumestic production and imports, rep- 
resents an increase of 58,000 tons over 
the expansion goal of 132,000 short tons 
by 1954 announced early this year. The 
revised goal specifies an increase within 
three years of 89,000 tons over the 1950 
US. available supply of 101,000 short 
tons. 

The nickel expansion goal will be re- 
viewed by DPA within six months, or at 
any time before that if a substantial 
change occurs in the estimates of the 
supply and requirements for 1955, Mr. 
Trigg said. 

Total consumption in the United Sitates 
in 1951, exciusive of exports, was 86,416 
short tons, of which about 44% was 
utilized in stainless and other steels 

Canada, chief source of nickel imports, 
supplied this country with 88,000 short 
tons last year. Domestic production ac- 


counted for only 762 short tons of new 
nickel, which comprised both crude and 
refined nickel sulfate recovered as a by- 
product of copper refining 

The Defense Production Administra- 
tion is responsible for determining the 
need for expanding production of all 
materials and equipment required to 
support the complex defense industry 
Expansion goals provide a guide as to 
the need for assistance, through issuance 
of rapid tax amortization certificates, 
loans or other means, in obtaining nec- 
essary expansion.

Mine Production of Zinc 


Domestic mine production of recover- 
able zinc in September was estimated by 
the Bureau of Mines at 47,729 tons, which 
compares with 49,402 tons in August 
(revised) and an average of 60,239 tons 
a month in the first half of the current 
year. The fall in the price of slab zinc 
accounted for most of the drop in output.

METAL WITH A MEMORY, Thomas A. Reed, Columbia 
University metallurgy student, has discovered an alloy 
of gold and cadmium that is easily bent when cold, but 
always regains its original shape upon heating to 150 
deg. F. Now Mr. Reed wants to know what it’s good for. 


PLENTY OF MAGNESIUM. Completion of present ex- 
pansion programs in the magnesium fabricating indus- 
try will enable the fabricators to meet all foreseeable 
military, stockpiling, and civilian requirements. Some 
fabricators say that their sheet and casting facilities are 
only being partially used, and are urging the Govern- 
ment to modify designs to use more of their products. 


MORE ALUMINUM BONDING. Two additional domestic 
firms and two more foreign companies have been li- 
censed to use the Al-Fin process—only successful 
method of joining aluminum and its alloys to alloys of 
steel, cast iron, or to nickel and titanium. This brings the 
total of firms to 18. The process is used in the diesel, 
automotive, aircraft, housewares, electronic, and electri- 
cal fields. The Al-Fin process was perfected by Fairchild 
Engine and Airplane Corp. during World War II to 
improve cooling of aircraft engine cylinder barrels by 
bonding aluminum cooling fins to steel. The intermetallic 
compound of the base metals forming the bond is said 
to retain its strength at elevated temperatures, and not 
to constitute a barrier to heat flow from the ferrous 
component to the aluminum component. 


STAINLESS STEEL ROOF. Electro Metallurgical Co.'s 
new ferro-alloy plant in Marietta, Ohio, will gleam with 
a 160x660-ft. corrugated stainless-steel roof. The roof is 
designed to resist heat from furnaces, and atmospheric 
corrosion 


MORE ALLOYS NEEDED. Rapid expansion of the alu- 
minum and magnesium industries will also increase the 
demand for alloying elements. 


EXTRUDED STAINLESS STEEL. An extrusion process 
for the forming of complicated tubes and shapes from 
stainless steel has recently been developed on a com- 
mercial scale. Vanadium Corp. reports that this devel- 
opment will expand the market for stainless steel, which 
according to the company “has scarcely been scratched.” 


TIN SALVAGE UNDER WAY. Two research problems 
are now under way to investigate the problem of salvag- 
ing tin from tin cans, and retaining the steel stock for 
open-hearth scrap. 


CHROMIUM CARBIDE IN GAGE BLOCKS. Since the 
coefficient of expansion of chromium carbide is identical 
to that of steel, it is ideal for gage blocks. The alloy will 
outwear other materials, does not expand or shrink with 
age, resists acids, and does not oxidize at temperatures 
up to 1,000 deg. F. 


INDIUM SUPPLY MAY RISE. Consolidated Mining & 
Smelting Co. of Canada, Ltd. has a process for making 
pure indium, and is ready to enter into commercial 
production at a rate of 35 tons a year if necessary, ac- 
cording to a report in “Chemical Week.” The smelting 
and refining process at Trail is such that the indium 
accumulates readily in drosses from the lead blast 
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furnace, U.S. domestic production is about 500,000 oz. 
per year. The metal is quoted at $2.25 per oz. troy. 
Cominco is not interested in undercutting indium's price 
structure, and feels that the price will eventually find 
its own level. Indium resembles platinum in appearance, 
and aluminum in properties. Promising uses for indium 
are: additive to lubricants, aircraft bearings, low-melt- 
ing alloys for surgical casts, foundry patterns, fusible 
safety plugs, and glass-sealing alloys. According to 
Cominco staff members, indium is no longer a rare 
metal, but rather a strategic one. In the U.S., Cerro de 
Pasco Corp. and Indium Corporation of America pio- 
neered the use of indium. 


SOME HOPE FOR ANTIMONY. The recent 4'ec. price 
cut in antimony plus the fact that foreign metal has been 
coming in at levels considerably below the domestic 
quotation indicates a weakness in the market that may 
be offset by a possible expansion in the Government's 
fabric flame-proofing program.

For instance, Calumet & Hecla, Inc. states in its 
third quarterly report — “During the last few months 
there has been specific sales emphasis on aluminum tube 
business. The results of this selling effort can be seen 
in the marked increase in orders for this product.” In a 
current issue of “Electronics,” we note that Phelps- 
Dodge offers a full line of coaxial cables varying in 
diameter from 4% to 3% in. The cable consists of a copper 
central conductor, a synthetic spiral separator, and an 
aluminum sheath.
